Resolve To Prevent Attack 


“Resolved, I willact now 
to reduce my risk of heart 
attack,”’ 

This New Year’s resolu- 
tion was suggested for 
adoption by all residents 
of this city by the Alabama 
Heart Association, which 
suggested these steps; 

1, Eat less saturated (an- 
imal) fats, getting a larger 
portion of your fat require- 
ments from polyunsatur- 
ated (vegetable) fats, and 
avoiding high-cholesterol 
foods. 

2, Don’t smoke cigar- 
ettes, Cigarette smokers 
have more than twice the 
risk of non-smokers of 
having a heart attack, 

3. Maintain normal 
weight, Middle - age men 
who are 30 per cent or 
more over their normal 
weight have twice the risk 
of heart attack as com- 
pared with middle-age men 
of normal weight. 

4, Adopt a program of 
regular exercise that is 
compatiblie with your age 
and physical condition. 

5, See your doctor regu- 
larly for a physical check- 
up, enabling him to begin 
prompt treatment of any 
high blood pressure or dia- 


betes that may be present, 

The Heart Association 
said that inanaverage pop- 
ulation group the chances 
of having a heart attack 
before 65 are less than 1 
in 20 if the individual has 
no risk factors, But a per- 
son with three risk factors 
-- for example, cigarette 
smoking, high blood chol- 
esterol and high blood 
pressure -- has a 1 in 2 
probability of haying aheart 
attack before 65, 


The. Association noted 
that heredity, maleness and 
age also are predisposing 
factors, While the indivi- 
dual cannot do anything 
about these problems, he 
can improve his health and 
reduce his risk of pre- 
mature heart attack by 
minimizing the risk factors 
listed above. 


There is no guarantee 
that any person will escape 
a heart attack by following 
these precautions, said the 
Association, but there is 
ample evidence that thous- 
ands of lives can be pro- 
longed by making simple 
changes in ones living 
habits, 

‘*Consider just one risk 


Conservation Needs 


Rural - Urban Cooperation 


Townspeople and farm- 
ers are working closely 
together for conservation 
benefits for all, said Chair- 
man Roy L, Ellis of the 
County Agricultural Stabi- 
lization and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee ashe dis- 
cussed the Agricultural 
Conservation Program 
(ACP) in Coffee County. 

“Our cost-sharing con- 
seryation program for 
farmers has multiple bene- 
fits for everyone. When we 
help save agricultural soil 
and water we help save nat- 
ural resources which con- 
cern everyone, May be we 


haven’t made it clear 
enough that we’re doing 
more with the ACP than 


aiding conservation farm- 
ing, important though that 
purpose is,’’ he said, 

‘We want to hear more 
about conservation con- 
cerns, All conseryation- 
minded citizens can help 
us as measures are devel- 
oped to meet the most ur- 
gent conservation needs in 
our county, 

“ACP Development 
Groupmeetings willbe held 
soon, At that time we will 
consider conservation 
needs and practices for re- 
commendations and appro- 
val, Before then we hope 
to know what area conser- 
vation problems are felt 
to be the most urgent, and 
we want to hear ideas on 
how the ACP canhelp solve 
these problesm,’’ Chair- 
man Ellis continued, ACP 
Development Group mem~ 
bers are; G, L, Edwards, 
Bill Ray, G. M, Drewery, 
T. CC. Casaday, Martin 
Moates, MarionJ, Sanders, 
Elmer Bryan, Charles A, 
Mallory and Ira Allen. 

Mr. Ellis said the ACP 
is an arrangement by which 
the public joins with farm- 
ers and ranchers to share 
the costs of needed conser- 
vation measures that 
protect, improve, and re- 
new soil, water, woodland, 
and wildlife resources on 
agricultural lands, 

Under the ACP, conser- 
vation practices may be 
installed which inyolve 
total-community planning, 
action, and benefits, These 


are special projects, and

regulations require that 
for each to be approved it 
must meet a community 
conservation problem. 

Provision is also made 
under the ACP for conser- 
vation practices by indivi- 
dual farmers and for more 
extensive measures which 
require pooling of efforts 
by tarmers and ranchers, 
All ACP practices whether 
special projects, pooling 
agreements or those on 
individual farms, must 
provide conservation bene- 
fits in the public interest, 

“Our ASC Committee- 
men and employees wel- 
come questions about the 
ACP, And we especially 
welcome opportunities to 
discuss ACP before any 
group or organization in- 
terested in conservation,’’ 
Chairman Ellis said, 

An allocation of $83,145, 
00 has been made for the 
1970 ACP in Coffee County, 
The ASC Committee Chair- 
man pointed out that Coffee 
County farmers and ran- 
chers would contribute at 
least as much and probably 
more from their own pock- 
ets to doconservation work 
under ACP, 

“Clearly, both the public 
and agriculture have big 
stakes in the ACP, It’s a 
conservation partner- 
ship,’”’ Mr, Ellis said.

Spontaneous expressions of 
bright certainty concerning our 
capabilities that swept the 
country and the world following 
that step gave immeasurable 
meaning to a year of uncere 
tainty.

Farmers Can Get 
Measurements 
Made By ASC 


Coffee County farmers 
can arrange for official 
measurement of their 1970 
farm cotton and peanut 
acreage allotments, as well 
as feed grain acreages 
prior to planting time the 
County Agricultural Stab- 
ilization and Conservation 
Committee announced this 
week, 

To get the measurement 
service, which is being 
provided on a cost basis, 
a farmer must file a writ- 
ten request with the County 
ASCS office in order that 
the service may be per- 
formed timely. Says Mr. 
Roy L. Ellis, committee 
chairman, The rate to be 
charged for the service in 
Coffee County has been 
established at $6,00 per 
farm, plus 60 cents per 
acre for each acre of a 
fraction thereof in excess 
of 5 acres and through 
60,0 acres. The charge for 
measuring any acreage in 
excess of 60,0 acres will 
be reduced to 30 cents 
per acre for such acreage 
in excess of 60,0, Payment 
based on this rate must 
be made at the time the 
request for measurement 
service is filed. 

‘The measurement ser- 
vice is purely optional,’’ 
says Mr, Ellis, and is of- 
fered as a servicetofarm- 
ers who prefer to have an 
official measurement to 
use as a guide,’’ 

When compliance is 
checked, the farm will be 
considered to be within the 
acreage measured if the 
crop is planted within the 
measured area or if the 
area is deyoted to the land 
use for which it was mea- 
sured,

Farm 


Charles B, Shuman, presi- 
dent of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, said that 
the organization would “fight 
with every resource available” 
attempts by supporters of pres- 
ent government farm programs 
“to add farmers to the welfare 
rolls.” 

Shuman, addressing Farm 
Bureau members attending the 
Golden Anniversary annual 
meeting in Washington, D.C., 
said that “a permanent exten- 
sion or revision of the present 
farm program with its welfare- 
type payments would mean 
permanent poverty for Amer- 
ican farmers.” 

Direct payment provisions, 
“themselves an admission that 
the net effect of government- 
managed production, pricing 
and marketing was to reduce 
the prices to farmers,” have 
caused farmers to be depend- 
ent on Congressional appro- 
priations for much of their in- 
come, Shuman explained. 

“Consumers and taxpayers 
look upon these payments in 
the same light as they look 
upon welfare payments to the 
poverty stricken, This means 
that limitations on the amount 
paid to any one producer will 
be imposed and eventually ASC 
‘case workers’ will supervise 
the spending of these ‘welfare’ 
checks,” he said. 

Farmers have found the so- 
lution to the problem, he said. 
“The challenge that confronts 
us is to use our resources in 
such a way as to capture the 
initiative—to take the author- 
ity for production, pricing, and 
marketing decisions away from 
the federal government and 
place these responsibilities on 
the shoulders of farmers. 

“Supply management is a 
valid objective but government 
supply management has failed 
miserably because the politi- 
cians in charge always try to 
please consumers rather than 
farmers—95 percent versus 
five percent,” he said.
